COUNTRYMEN 
IN NEW YORK. 


Store Clothes Rob the Hired Man of Hit 


PtatarMqaeneM. 


"It is a cnriona thing," said a white- 


haired man who has lived in New York 
all his life, but who retired from active 
business over ten years ago, "that the 
countrymen one sees in New York to- 
day are few and far between, as far as 
may be judged by appearances, or very 
rural when they aren't counted. I 
have watched the people in New York 
streets tor many years, as I have al- 
ways had a fancy for studying the faces 
and manners of fellow pedestrians. 
Even when I was a boy it was my fa- 
vorite amusement to wander about the 
streets after business hours and stare at 
people who swept to and fro. 
Until 


ten years ago there was a regular in- 
flux of countrymen about tEis time 
every year. Just as sure as summer 
came around just so sure did hordes ol 
cumbersomely clad and awkward peo- 
ple come to town. 
They were guyed, 


laughed at and ridiculed, sketches wera 
written about them and produced in the 
variety theaters, and the writers for the 
press brought out their follies. A shord 
time ago the Sun called some attention 
to the matter by announcing the almost 
entire disappearance of 
countrymen 


from New York. It is an actual" fact, 
and one that has not been noticed until 
the Sun spoke of it, that roughly 
dressed and more or less uncivilized 
countrymen are now the rarest of all 
objects to be found in New York. 
Xha 


whole of America seems to have.become 
suddenly civilized, and men from a 
small town from the interior of any of 
the back-woods States come to New 
York wearing clothes made by the big 
New York tailor establishments, fash- 
ionable hats and neat shoes. 


"It is, indeed, a matter of some diffi- 


culty to distinguish at sight an average 
New York young man from the average 
young man of Keokuk, Penn Yan or 
Duluth; but this is worth noting, and 
that is, when a genuine greenhorn does 
appear in the streets of New York he ig 
one of the blackest stripe. I passed 
such a one yesterday, and I confess that 
I stopped and looked back at him; he 
must have been from Bayou Sara. He 
had an old-fashioned stock such as our 
grandfathers used to wear, a long frock 
coat that reached almost to his heels, 
baggy trousers, buff waistcoat and high 
stovepipe hat and heavy boots. Tne 
sleeves of his coat .were so long that he 
rolled them up, and they had been 
rolled so long that the creases showed 
plainly at the ends of the sleeves. His 
trousers were as much too short as his 
sleeves were too long, but he did not 
seem to mind that a Bit, and he stum- 
bled along with the air of a man. fol- 
lowing a plow. 
That costume was 


once a common one in New York—that 
is, it was common among the men who 
visited the metropolis from the back- 
woods; but now it is so rare that, as I 
say, I stopped and looked at it. While 
speaking of such peculiar clothes I am 
reminded of the hired man of whom so 
much has been written and said. The 
hired man, you know, has a particular 
niche in American social life; he is 
something between a servant and a 
friend, in Europe such a person is en- 
tirely unknown. There either a man ia 
a gentleman, a tradesman, or a servant 
" On all farms, and the hired man, 


you know, was always prevalent on 
farms, it was always conceded • that on 
Sunday, after the horses were fed and 
the chores done, the hired man should 
be what he always termed a gentleman. 
To this end he always renounced his 
working clothes and dressed up on Sun- 
day afternoon. He usually had a black 
frock coat and trousers, heavy but well- 
polished boots, a stovepipe hat which 
was invariably a size or two too small 
for him, and which left a blood-red line 
across his forehead when he took it oS. 
It was for many years the custom o( 
the hired man to array himself in all 
the glory of this attire and sit in the 
shade of the barn door and whittle Sun- 
day afternoons away. At uight he went 
to visit his best girl. A gentleman who 
sells mowing machines among the farm- 
ers tells me that this type of hired man 
has disappeared as completely as the 
suburban visitor of years ago." In his 
place is a natty young fellow who wears 
Derby hats, 
low 
shoes, variegated 


hosiery, and who dresses up every night 
and goes to tlie nearest tavern or 
grocery after his work is done. So you 
see in a few years more what are known 
as 'store clothes' will have revolution- 
ized nearly all of the picturesque fig- 
ures of American life ont of existence.''

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.— 


The Baltimore & Ohio special 
train 


•which left Washington on Monday after- 
noon with Secretaries Bayard, Lamar and 
Whitney, and Postmaster-General V»as 
on board, en route to Indianapolis, reach- 
ed here on the return trip at hall past 
three o'clock yesterday.

• WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.— 
The annual report of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs was made public yester- 
day. General Atkins devotes nearly one- 
•quarter of his report to an explanation of 
'the general policy which he thinks should 
1>e adopted by the Government in the 
management of the Indians. He pro 
{poses at the outset to make agriculturists 
•of them. It requires no seer, he says, to 
foresee the civilization of the Indian race' 
«s a result naturally deduclble from & 
knowledge and practice upon their part 
of the art of agriculture; for the history 
of agriculture among ell people and in 
all countries Intimately connects it with 
the highest 
intellectual 
and 
moral 


development of man, and the Indian, he 
says, constitutes no exception to this 
maxim. He sees hopeful signs of Indian 
progress and development in the in* 
creased interest manifested in agricul 
ture on several reservations during the 
past few years. In outlining the practical 
•policy which he 
believes should be 


adopted by Congress and the Government 
in the management of the Indians, he ad- 
vocates a dissolution of tribal relations 
and the allotment of lands in severally to 
the Indians, and it should be industri- 
ously Impressed upon them that they must 
abandon their tribal relations and take 
lands in severally, as the corner-stone ol 
their complete success in agriculture, 
which means self-support, personal inde 
pendence and thrift. 
When they have 


taken their lands in severally in sufficient 
quantities, the remaining lands of their 
reservations should be purchased by the 
Government and opened to homestead 
entry at fifty or seventy-five cents per 
acre, and the money paid 
the Govern- 


ment lor their lands held in trust, and 
invested for the education, civilization 
and material advancement of the red 
race, reserving for each tribe its own 
money. He thinks they can easily be 
made self-sustaining by agriculture, and 
that when the farm and the school has be- 
come familiar institutions among them, 
tliey will be prepared to take the higher

The expressions of supreme disgust 


about Decatnr last night and to-day over 
the location of the Soldiers' Home at 
far-away Quinoy, have been more vigor- 
ous than elegant; bat the feelings of 
disappointment are cooling off somewhat, 
and business in this bustling city goes on 
the same as usual. 


IBS LAST BALLOT 


was the 399th of the many sessions or 
the commission, and the location was 
fixed by the vote of Oen. Wallace, whom 
the Illinois Central railroad people claim- 
ed from the start would be sure to vote 
always for either Decatur or Diion. By 
a rule adopted the roll ot names was 
called in alphabetical order, and Wallace, 
being the last on the list, had the power 
to settle the question at any time, for un- 
der another rule adopted on motion of 
Wallace, no member had the power to 
change his vole after it was placed on 
record. 
On Tuesday the fight settled 


down to a determined contest between 
DeoBtur, Dixon and Quinoy, and that 
day Dixon made her last and losing 
effort, leaving the field free to Decatur 
and Qninoy. It WBS half-way believed 
that Gen. Wallace would come over to 
Deoatur. Crawford said he would vote 
for Decatur, if Wallace would dc so, but 
he would make EO promise either to 
Crawford, or Hall, or Noble, who appear- 
ed to favor this point on Wednesday; but 
their tardy friendship came too late. 
They were powerless to do anything with 
Wallace, who maintained a dogged si- 
lence, and when Berry, and Crawford, 
and White, on the fifth ballot of the day, 
voted for Quiney, Wallace east his ballot 
the same way, and that settled the ques- 
tion, sending the location nearly out of 
the state, to the general disappointment 
of the soldiers. There are various rea- 
sons stated how it came about that Quin- 
oy got the Home. The chief one is that 
the Chicago, Burlington & Qninoy rail- 
road company had more "influence" than 
the Central people. 


Deoatur and her representatives led by 


Ool. 
Bryant, and Senator Rogers, and 


James Millikin, Orea and Ullrich and 
Mayor Kanan, and Ex-Mayor Chambers, 
and E. P, Vail and others, made a gallant 
and determined fight for the prize. Ool. 
Bryant remained faithful to the last. He 
is counted the best man Deoatnr could 
have had on the commission, always dis- 
creet and active, doing what he could to 
get the necessary four votes. Deoatur 
was greatly handicapped throughout the 
contest. Deoatur rated higher than any 
other city, but by the vote of Wallace and 
others it was brought down, though at 
the last it was higher than Qoincy. 
Deeatnr had a full measure of merit, but 
the capital combination was against her. 
She had not only to fight the democrats 
from Carter Harrison down, who kept 
pleading with the democratic members 
of the commission "For God's sake, don't 
put the Home at Deoatur," but also lead- 
ing Bepublioane, such me%as Shelby M. 
Onllom, Henry Dement, John Bunn and 
others who persistently opposed Decatur. 
Then there were anonymous letters from 
democrats in our city sent to the demo- 
cratic members of the commission asking 
them to place the Home anywhere but at 
Decatur. 
It is not believed that the 


democrats of Deoatur as a party opposed 
the location of the Home at this point, 
but there are those here who have been 
quietly talking against it all the time. 


The soldier element here are not at all 


satisfied with the result. They ridicule 
the selection of the commission. 


The site at Quinoy is outside of the 


city limits, containing 140 acres of land, 
including 60 acres of timber. The Spring- 
field Journal of to-day says' "It will now 
be the duty of tbe Governor, within ten 
cUys, to appoint three trustees to take 
charge of the property, to prepare plans 
for constructing the buildings, to adver- 
tise for bids, to have oversight of the con- 
struction, etc. In speaking of these ap- 
pointments yesterday, tbe Governor said 
he couldn't say anything about them, as 
he had not thought of the matter yet, 
adding: 'I never cross a river till I get to 
it.' Senator Mason, who was standing 
near, said. "That's all right, Governor,
